To fail to w in would be 
to imperil everything that the la­ 
borer lias striven for and held dear 
since freedom first had its dawn 
and his struggle for justice began.

The president's m essa g e follows: 
“My fellow-Citizens: 
Labor day, 
1918. is not 
like any Labor day 
that we have known. 
Labor day 
was always deeply significant with 
us . Now it is supremely signifi­ 
cant. 
Keenly as w e w ere aware a 
year ago of the enterprise of life 
and cleat ii upon which the nation 
had embarked, w e did not perceive 
its meaning as clearly as w e do 
now. 
We knew w e were all part­ 
ners and must stand and strive to­ 
gether ,but. w e did not realize as 
w e now do that w e are ail enliste d 
men, m em bers of a single army, of 
many parts and many tasks, but 
commanded by a single obligation,

A day or two after Zeppelin’s death, 
in 1917, a patient of mine, a lady, hap­ 
pened to remark that it was too bad 
that the count had not lived to see tile 
triumph of his invention, and when I 
saw the kaiser shcrtly afterwards I 
repeated her remark to see what he 
would say. 
“ I ain convinced that the count lived 
•long enough to see all that the Zep­ 
pelins were capable of accomplishing.” 
was his only comment. It recalled the 
answer he had given me some years 
before when both Zeppelins and air­ 
planes were in their infancy and I had 
asked him which held the greater 
promise. 
“ W e do not know. 
Time 
alone will tell,” was his reply. 
The last time I conversed with the 
kaiser was on November 2d, 1917. Up 
to that time we had sent over 109.000 
troops, according to the figures which 
have since been revealed by Secretary 
Baker. 
According to the k a is e r s in­ 
formation, however, we had only 30,- 
000 men in France at that time and 
he was of the opinion that we would 
never have many more. 
“ America is having a fine time try­ 
ing to raise an army,*' he declared 
satirically. “ I hear that I,Goo mutinied 
the other day iii New York and re­ 
fused to get on a transport, aud a 
town in the Northwest composed prin­ 
cipally of citizens of Swedish blood 
refused to register at a ll! W e are get­ 
ting excellent information about all 
conditions in America.' 
Shortly before this had come the rev­ 
elations from Washington cf the in­ 
trigue of Count von Lux burg, tie* Ger­ 
man minister to Argentina, and I knew 
where the kaiser was getting the in 
formation he referred to.

the war the kaiser was thoroughly con­ 
vinced that we could play only a nom-

\N hat was really in bls mind, how­ 
ever. is indicated by a passage in an 
address he made some 
twenty-five 
years ag o, in which, as Rev. Dr. New­ 
ell Dwight Millis has pointed out, he 
used these words: 
“ From my childhood I have been un- 
dor the influence of five men— Alexan­ 
der. Julius Uaesar, Theodoric ll. Na­ 
poleon and Frederick the Great. T hese 
five men dreamed their dream of a 
world 
empire: 
they 
failed. 
I 
am 
dreaming my dream of a world empire, 
but I shall succeed!” 
The kaiser’s plan to dominate Eu­ 


ro p e included the control of Turkey* 
and he made* every effort to strengthen 
that country so that she might he a 
valuable ally in the war to come. 
When Italy took Tripoli from 'Pur- 
key before the Balkan war I men­ 
tioned to the kaiser how opportunely 
Italy had acted, but the kaiser dis­ 
missed my remark with an exclama­ 
tion 
of 
displeasure, 
realizing, 
of 
course, that Tut key’s loss was in a 
sense bis own since* he had planned to 
make Turkey his vassal. 
To that end lo* had sent German of­ 


fic e rs to train the Turkish army and 
had supplied them with guns and mu­ 


n itio n s . 
W ith an eye to the future, 


too, he had constructed the great Bag­ 
dad railway. 
When the Balkan war broke out in 
1912 the kaiser had great confidence 
that lhe German-trained Turkish army 
would 
acquit 
itself creditably and 
that in the outcome of that conflict his 
European program would make consid­ 
erable progress. 
Ile told me that he 
had a map of the war area placed in 
his motor and that with pegs he fol­ 
lowed the fortunes of the fighting 
armies while lie was traveling. 
The Turkish defeats were naturally 
a great disappointment to him. 
“ These Montenegrins, Serbians and 
Bulgarians are wonderful fighters” he 
confessed to me, shortly after the war 
began. # “ They’re out-of-door people 
and tv 
have the strength and stam­ 
ina w.acfi fighters require, 
lf they 
keep on the way they're going they'll 
be in Constantinople in a week! Con­ 
found those Turks! 
WTe furnished 
them 
guns 
and 
ammunition 
and 
trained their officers, but if they won’t 
fight we (.an’t make them. W e’ve done 
our best!” 
The defeat of the Turks lessened 
their value to the kaiser as an ally 
and he immediately put into effect a 
measure for increasing the German 
standing army from t>50,(KH) to 900.000 
—to restore the balance of power, they 
said. 
For this purpose a “ Wehrbel- 
trag,” or increased armament tax. was 
levied on capital and, incidentally, I 
was informed that I would have to 
pay my share. 
The idea of paying a 
tax 
to upbuild tho German army, 
which was already so powerful that 
it menaced the peace of the world, 
did not appeal to me at all and I 
spoke to Ambassador Gerard about It. 
Ile advised me to pay it under protest, 
agreeing with me that there was no 
reason why an American should be 
required to contribute to the German 
war budget. However, I had to pay it. 
The German efforts at colonization, 
which were more or less of a failure 
because the, Germans refused to in­ 
habit the German possessions, and the 
measures adopted to conquer the com­ 
mercial markets of the world were an 
important part of the program of world 
domination which Germany planned 
for herself, and it is not unlikely that 
lf she had confined her efforts along 
those lines she might have progressed 
further along her chosen path than she 
has advanced by bathing the world in 
blood. 
“ I have nearly 70.000.000 people,” 
the kaiser said to me on one occasion, 
“ and we shall have to find room for 
them somewhere. 
When we became 
an empire England had her hands on 
nearly 
everything. 
Now’ 
we must 
fight to get ours. 
That is why I ara 
developing our world markets, just as 
your country secured Hawaii and the 
Philippines as stepping stones to the 
markets of the far east, as I under­ 
stand it 
That’s why I developed the 
wonderful city of Kiao-Chuu.”

C H A P T E R IX . 


The Kaiser's Plan for World Dominion. 
The history of modern Germany is 
perhaps, in itself sufficient indication 
of the underlying plan of the Teuton 
war barons to control the whole o 
Europe and. eventually, the world. The 
program has been slowly unfolding it 
self since the time of Frederick the 
Great and the present generation is 
now witnessing what was intended to 
be the climax. 
There can be no doubt that if Ger­ 
many had succeeded in her efforts to 
gain control of the major part of EU

This program is fairly indicated by 
the course of events as history lays 
them bare, but I have the actual word 
of the kaiser to substantiate it.

the kaiser exclaimed. 
“ They laid always treated me so 
well when I visited them I never be­ 
lieved they would have come into this 
war. 
They always acted as if they 
liked me. 
My mother was English, 
you 
know. 
I always thought 
the 
world was big enough for three of us 
and we could keep it for ourselves— 
that G e r m a n y could control the conti­ 
nent of Europe, England, through her 
vast possessions and fleet, could con­ 
trol the Mediterranean and the far 
east, and America could dominate the 
western hemisphere I” 
How long it would have been before 
Germany would have tried to wrest 
dominion from England can readily be 
imagined.
